JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present P. and ©. mail extend to the 11th 
May, but by the Pacific mail we have ten days later news, viz., 
to the 21st June ; the French mail of April 25 arrived out on the 
13th, and the following P. and O. mail of May 2 on the 19th 
June. The Japan Muil gives the following items of news :— 

The Memorial published some few weeks since by Enouyé 
Bunda has elicited a statement in reply from the Japanese Go- 
vernment which gives a very different complexion to the financial 
position of the Empire. The various sources of revenue produce 
a gross income of about $48,000,000, while the expenditure, 
comprising about $12,750,000 for pensions to the ex-Dai- 





mios—a sum which the last loan will enable the Government’ 


in a great measure to extinguish profitably by capitalising their 
annual grants—amounts to about 46,000,000 of dollars, leaving 
a surplus of $2,140,364 for the current year. The Public Debt, 
external and internal, is to be subsequently stated, the short 
analysis at the foot of the statement being only provisional and 
approximate, though so far reassuring that by no possibility can 

mouyé Kaorw’s estimate of $140,000,000 be harmonised with it. 
The chief source of revenue—the land tax—has been estimated 
moderately at about $40,000,000. The Government indicates 
its intention to publish ita budgets in future for general infor- 
tation. 

A fire occurred on the 15th June, on the premises in Water- 
street, occupied by Mr. Prince, manager of the Japan Mail. He 
was armed by the noise of the crackling of flames and the smell 
and smoke of fire, and having discovered the site of the fire at 
once summoned assistance, but it was a considerable time before 
the engines arrived, and then it was obvious the fire had obtained 
too firm a hold upon the building to allow of its being extin- 

ished ; but the efforts of the firemen succeeded in preventing 
Its spreading to the adjoining godowns attached to it, or to the 
other buildings in the same row. The chief loser by the fire is 
the proprietor of the Japan Saz/, who sutters the loss of a stock 
of paper, furniture, &c., and a valuable library of books, together 
insured for $7,000 ; some books, the printing of which just 
been completed, and which were ready for the binder, and the 

pers of the Asiatic Society, the latter being all uninsured. 
The books of the establishment were fortunately rescued. The 
building was insured for a sufticient sum in the Lancashire In- 
surance Office. The heaviest loss, apart from this, will fall upon 
the Imperial Fire Office, which had an aggregate risk of some 
$10,000 on the property contained in the premises of the Japan 
Mail and the furniture and effects of Mr. Prince. 

Amongst the most interesting discoveries recently made in the 
interior of Japan is that of an ancient Christian church, still in 
perfect preservation, though used for other purposes than that 
of the worship for which it was erected, having withstood better 
than some ecclesiastical editices at home the ill usage of icono- 
clasts and the shocks of time. We hope to give a full account of 
this interesting relic of the pe in some future issue. 

A inquest bas been held by H.B.M.’s Consul on board the 
Eastern Star to investigata the circumstances of the death of Mr. 
W. Davies, first officer of that vessel, The deceased had been 
engaged in an altercation with one of the seamen, which ended 
in an encounter, in which the latter stabbed him. An examina- 
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tion of the body disclosed the fact of a ruptured aneurism, no 
doubt accelerated by the affray. The wound alone wag said to 
have been insufficient to occasion death, and g verdjct was re- 
turned accordingly. 

We learn that a very serious disturbance took place at 
Himeiji, in Banshiu, on the 28th of May. A very large number 
of farmers—some fifty thousand it is said—armed chiefly with 
pikes and swords, but possessing a few firearms and two or three 
cannons, attacked and murdered a number of Officials, and pil- 
laged their dwelling-houses. It is stated that the outbreak is 
attributed ta the demand for the payment of taxes in specie in 
lieu of rice; and further, to that edict forbidding shaying of 
the ee and wearing the quewe which has been recen' fis 
mulgated. 

Meay plausible reason has been assigned for the custom of 
wearing swords, which of late has again been adopted by the 
Japanese. It is said that no animosity to foreigners is thereby 
exhibited ; but the fencing masters throughout the country, 
fearing lest their occupation should be gone, have made a vigo- 
rous effort to maintain their position, with a result, so far suc- 
cessful, that the fencing schools and public fencing exhibitions 
have become very popular, and the people have resumed their 
swords, long since laid aside. One result of this is that swards 
which once could be bought for $10 now cannot be purchased 
under $40 or $50. 

Much «dissatisfaction has been expressed that the charge made 
by the Government fur transmitting telecrams in cypher has 
been raised to double the rate charged for current messages. 
This dissatisfaction appears reasonable if the words transmitted 
are actual words requiring only a code to explain them ; but un- 
reasonable if the words are arbitrary collocations of consonants 
and vowels without sense or sound, In the latter case it is ob- 
vious that extraordinary care, if net repetition, would be re- 
quired to ensure their accurate transmission, and for this an extra 
charge may fairly be made. 

Serious apprehensions have been hitherto felt as to the rice 
crop, but within the past few days the drought has broken up, 
and we have been favoured with a series of warm showers which 
will render the rice grounds fit for the transplantation of the 
young shoots, and in other respects prove of inestimable advan- 
tage to the farmers, 

A letter addressed to a New York journal by Mr. Thomas 
Walsh, formerly resident in Yokohama, has been republished by 
a local newspaper. Mr. Walsh urges-the desirability of in- 
creasing American influence in Japan, which, he conceives, will 
be etfected by a more liberal grant from Congress to the U.S. 
diplomatic establishment. Mr. Walsh’s views are not on the 
whole fully acquiesced in. 

At the last meeting of the Yokohama Race Club the Com- 
mittee notified their resignation en masse, assigning as their chief 

round for so doing the action adopted by some members of the 
Club in calling a special meeting, which they construed as a vir- 
tual condemnation of their management. A new committee has 
not yet been appointed. 

The statement that rinderpset had caused the death of some 
thirty head of cattle at the Government farm has been con- 
tradicted, and the theory has been advanced that hoven was the 
real malady. But there is not the slightest evidence in favour 
of the latter theory, and General Capron admits the disease to 
have been true rinderpest. 

A recent case of outrage upon Europeans at Kobé has formed 
matter for investigation by the Japanese authorities. Aun official 
has been sent from Yedo to conduct the examination which is 
now proceeding. : 

Workmen are at present employed in dismantling the gates 
which give approach to the Castle at Yedo, lately the recidlnuse 
of the Mikado. 

It ia stated that the numerous followers of Shimadzu Saburd 
have been absorbed into the Imperial army. 

An Amateur Dramatic Entertainment in aid of the Public 
Hall has been given with great success, 

The newly appointed laws are being printed, and are sold to 
the people at a very small sum. 

The reportthat Mr. Oye Tak, at present Governor of Kanagawa, 
was about to proceed to Kobé has been contradicted. 


HIOGO—OSAKA. 

Our advices extend to the .18th June ; the French mail of 
April 25 arrived out on the 16th June. We take the following 
summary from the Hiogo News :— : 

The great rabbit bubble has burst, and a fall from 100 rios to 
100 tempves, or 900 per cent., has taken place—several of the 
silly speculators having committed suicide. Three weeks ago the 
steamers were taking rabbits by hundreds to Yedo—they are 
now bringing them back. A considerable increase in the Chinese 
population at Osaka is apparent, attracted probably by the rabbit 
mania, or the newer rage, that for poultry, for these are the men 
who profit hy the insensate folly of the Japanese speculators, 

Kanda, Governor of Hiogo, has returned, it having now been 
definitely settled that he will resume his duties at this port. We 
are naturally glad of this, as we have before pointed out the 
awkwardness which is introduced into the conduct of public 
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business where foreigners are concerned by a constant change of 
Governor. The friends of Mr. Kanda—and they are many in 
Koabe—will also be pleased to hear that~he returns with the 
prestige of increased rank. This cannot but be considered flat- 
tering to the foreign residents here, though it is rumoured that 
the occasion of his promotion to the title of Icho, which we think 
is the rank he now holds, is in consideration of his great ac- 
quirements in Japanese scholarship. In this department of 
study he is said, by those who have means of knowing, to have 
few equals and still fewer superiors. 





CHINA, 
sO 
SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 15th 
June ; the French mail from London April 25 arrived out on 
the 9th June. The following items of news are from the North 
China Herald :-— 


On the 7th June a number of the yachts forming the Shanghai 
Yacht Club’s fleet started on a trip to the Si-tai lake, with the 
object of practising evolutionary movements by signal. Setting 
out at about 5.30 pe., the yachts, including the Fearless (Com- 
modore’s), Bmi/y(Vice-Commodore Roberts’), Nimrod, Gracie, and 
Madcap, beat up against an adverse tide and wind, rendezvoused 
at Minhong, and reached the lake early the following morning. 
The Charm and Phantom also went part of the way, but their 
owners were unable to join in the expedition throughout. After 
a few hours’ pleasant sailing on the lake, during which the pro- 
jected naval drill was carefully and satisfactorily followed, the 
yachts sailed on the homeward voyage about 4 p.m., beating or 
towing against battling winds till the Hwongpu was again reached. 
The Vimrod arrived in Shanghai about 9.30 a.m. on the 9th, and 
the others between 12 and 1, with the exception of the Lmily, 
which had carried away her mast above the Seven-mile I : 
and followed later under jury rig. Agreeable weather was ex- 
perienced till the 9th, when it became wet and squally, although 
under it good time was made on the river. 

A claim by Mr. R. H. Gore-Booth against Messrs. G. Barnet 
and Co., for heoksrage on the sale to the Chinese Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Company of the steamers Duybreak and Pre- 
cursor, has heen tried before the Supreme Court. The plaintiff 
claimed five per cent. on Tls.100,000 paid for the Daybreak, which 
he had been instrumental in selling, and a like percentage on 
Tls.68,321 paid for the Precursor, which had been sold by the 
defendants direct, on the ground that he had introduced the 
business. The defendants were willing to pay brokerage at the 
rate of 2} per cent. on the sale of the Daybreak, but palates 
the claim in respect of the Precursor. The jury awarded the plain- 
tiff his full claim of five per cent. in respect of the first, and 24 
per cent. in respect of the latter vessel. 

We are informed that Captain McRitchie intends to appeal to 
the Board of Trade against the decision of the Naval Court held 
to inquire into the circumstances attending the loss of the Drum- 
mond Castle, on the ground that such decision is against the 
weight of evidence, or, if not, that the sentence is too severe. 

A very sensible letter has been addressed by the Shanghai 
Chamber to the Hankow Chamber of Commerce about ocean 
steamer racing. ‘The practice, it is argued, benefits no one ; it 
causes an unnecessary expenditure of fuel, and tempts masters 
to dangerous proceedings such as resulted in the loss of the 
Drummond Castle ; it increases, therefore, the risk to the under- 
writer ; and it leads merchants into hasty operations which de- 
pend for their success on “ what is little more than a gambling 
chance of a particular vessel being first to arrive.” 

An appeal made to the community for clothing for the shi 
dreckes crew of the Drummond Castle has been most liberall 
responded to. In fact the Consular shipping-office is crammed 
with bales of clothes which there has not yet been time to distri- 
bute. Nearly all the clothing sent in is in good condition, and 
contributions have even to be acknowledged from Ningpo. We 
understand that Messrs. Adamson, Bell, and Co., agents for the 
steamer, have handed H.M. Consul a.donation of $100, to be 
distributed among that portion of the crew which remained b: 
the captain, numbering twenty-two. Besides this $10 ahea 
were given to them on their arrival, on behalf of H.M. Govern- 
ment; so that having since received the wages due them, they 
are altogether well provided for. . 

We are glad to hear that the recommendation of the Court— 
that the kind treatment of the shipwrecked crew of the steamer 
by the fishermen of the Chinsan Islands should be recognised— 
is likely to be at once acted on ; and that H.M.S. Rinaldo has 
been commissioned to proceed to the island shortly for the pur- 

named. 

A letter has béen addressed by the Chamber of Commerce to 
the several Treaty Consuls, on the subject of ‘the Tea and Silk 
Guilds’ late effusions. The inconsistence of the Guilds’ proceed- 
ings with the treaty stipulations against interference with the 
freedom of trade is pointed out, and the tu guoque argument is 
admirably put that, as the Guilds are so anxious to promote har- 
mony in trade, they had better prevent the packing of bad silk 
under chops which used to he a guarantee of goodness, the wet- 
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ting of silk so as to make it overweight, and get Chinese law 


rectified so that foreigners can find better redress when Chinese 
fail to fulfil their-Contracts. 

We hear that the Chinese silk guild have completely retired 
from the position they took wp 80 energetically a weck or two 
ine The fact that foreigners show no great anxiety to buy, and 
that Chinese interest has been varyiny lately from 8 mace to 
Tls. 1.40 per 1,000 per day, may have had something to do with 
their retreat. The ostensible plea we believe is that the Taoutai 
declined to endorse their proceedings. 

Daniel Ross, mate of the British ship A nt‘podes, which lately 
arrived from Freemantle, W.A., has been accidentally drowned. 


He went on shore at eight o’clock in the evening of the sth of ; 


June, and on returning to the wharf about half-past ten was ob- 
served to stagger, as if the worse for liquor. 
the ship’s side, and having reached the fifth round of the ladder, 
he fell backwards on the edge of the pontoon, and immediately 
rolled off into the water. Attempts were made to save him, but 
he was not seen to rise again. On the 12th Charles West, second 
captain of the maintop on board TI.M.S. Rineldo, fell overboard 
and was drowned. 
and fell through the port into the water.

Courier :— 

Official notice has been given that Yudsuru Ida has been ap- 
pointed by the Japanese Government as Japanese Consul-Ge- 
neral for China, to reside at Shanghai ; and that E. Shinagawa 
has been appointed Consul at the same place. 

The strong array of the British navy which our harbour has 
for some weeks presented are now being rapidly dispersed to 
summer quarters—the natural destination heing the salubrious 
waters of Japan. On the 6th June the Salas, with Admiral 
Shadwell on board, left for Yokohama, going round by Kago- 
sima and the ports of the southern coast. The Thistle followed 
her on the 7th for Yokohama, via Kobe. On the 9th the Cad- 
mus left by the same route for the same destination. The Rz- 
naldo then hoisted the senior officer’s flag at Shanghai. 

We hear that instructions were on the 12th June sent to all 
the foreign officers engaged at the Feng-weng-shan camp to re- 
turn to Shanghai within a week, the Chinese authorities no 
longer requiring their services. We understand that a passage 
home and six months’ pay is to be given them. 

Mr. James Barr Robertson, a well-known resident, for many 
years in the house of Messrs. Bull, Purdon, and Co., and of dis- 
tinguished literary reputation, has, we believe, gone to Cali- 
fornia, with the intention of identifying his fortunes with that 
rising State, which affords so fitting a field for the realisation of 
his views, both personal and political. 

The magnificent new steamer Vunking, commanded hy Cap- 
tain MacNab, drawing twenty-one feet, and having on board 
over 3,800 tons of tea, left Woosung on the morning of the Sth 
June.

serious consideration. 

Nothing has, we believe, as yet been heard as to who will sue- 
ceed the late Dr. McCoy as colonial surgeon. We may therefore 
be permitted to express a hope that the claims of the gentleman 
now acting in that capacity, and who has for so long a period on 
previous occasions fultilled the duties very much to general satis- 
faction, will not be overlooked. Experience in China is obviously 
an important qualification for the post, and this Dr. Dods pos- 
sesses. Most people in the colony would be glad to learn that he 
has received the appointment. 

A handsome donation of books has been made to the City Hall 
Library by the London Mission, about ninety or more volumes, 
some of considerable value as completing sets, having been trans- 
ferred to the care of the librarian. The library is fast becoming 
an extensive collection, and already contains many works of high 
value. 

We understand that the following gentlemen have been ap- 
pointed on the School Book Committee, who are to take in hand 
the translation of English books into Chinese for use in the 
schools of this colony :—Messrs. F. Stewart, Rev. E. J. Eitel, 
A. Lister, Rev. Loercher, Rev. A. B. Hutchinson, Rev. Klitzke, 
and Chun Ayin. The preliminary meeting of the committee took 
place on the 19th June. 

We hear that several Chinese fast boats, crowded with China- 
men, mostly workmen, such as tailors, shoemakers, washermen, 
hawkers, coolies, &e., have been seen going over to Chinese Kow- 
loong and Sam-soi-pou for the purpose of gambling at Fan-tan, 
and this has been the practice since the Gambling Ordinance 
came into force. The passengers only pay three cents for the 
passage from Hong Kong, and another three cents for the return 
trip, We hear that eight gambling-houses have been opened at 
Kowloong city, with the connivance of the local authorities, who 
derive a goodly income from the establishments. 

It is probable that few have heard of a brothel guild, but one 
nevertheless exists in Hong Kong. We learn that a few days 
ago, in consequence of the Reyistrar-General having sentenced 
a brothel mistress to a few months’ faphaonment fc brutally 
assaulting a prostitute, all the proprietors of the Chinese brothels, 
with a few exceptions, commenced a strike by not lighting the 
lanterns in front of their establishments and refusing to admit 
visitors. Inspector King was on the alert at once, and ordered 
them to stop the strike, stating that otherwise the license of 
all the houses that struck would be withdrawn. They wisely 
listened to the good advice of the inspector, and Mr. Tonnochy 
warned them that, if such a thing should ever occur again, he 
would most certainly withdraw their licenses. It is a pity he 
did not so act towards the prime movers of the last strike, as in 
that case a large number of objectionable houses would have 
been quietly suppressed for some weeks. 

A case of sudden death from sunstroke occurred on the 16th 
June. The valet of H. E. M. Berthemy, the newly-appointed 
French Minister to Japan, landed from the M. M. steamer Sindh 
with other passengers, and took a stroll down Queen’s-road. On 
returning to the vessel towards evening he was found to be 
suffering from sunstroke, and shortly afterwards died. 

We notice another addition to our now large fleet of steam 
launches, a fine boat having been towed down from Wham 
by the Canton steamers. She is now lying under the P. an 
Company’s shears at the factory, West Point, fitting out. 

We learn that the experiment of the two kidnapping detectives 
is considered to be so far successful that the Government has in- 
creased their number to six. A kidnapping case is now engaging 
the attention of the sitting police rate, but the publication 
of the facts is not considered advisable, the accomplices of the 
prisoner being still wanted,

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3uth 
June ; the French mail from London, May 23, arrived out on 
the 25th, and the following P. and O. mail of May 30 on the 
29th June. The following summary of news is frum the Séruits 
Times :—: 

The Legislative Council met on the 16th and 23rd June. At 
the meeting on the 16th the clauses that have been recently in- | 
serted in the Bill for the especial benefit of the legal profession , 
had a very narrow escape indeed ; the Hon. Thomas Scott took 
a decided stand against them, and on his motion to omit sec- 
tion 54, it was retained only through the casting vote of the 
Governor, and would have been lost altogether had not the Hon. 
Dr. Little been unavoidably absent. This fact ought to weigh 





strongly red the section when the Bill comes to be submitted 
for Her Majesty’s sanction. The Bill has not yet passed the 


Council, and there may yet be another lively debate on it when 
it comes up for its final vote. The principal business of the 
meeting on the 23rd was the discussion of Mr. Rawlinson’s 
waterworks scheme on a Government motion for a vote of 
$29,000 for preliminary works, subject to further inquiries 
as to the necessity of raising the water to the height proposed 
on Government Hill. The latter portion of the resolution 
was objected to by the unofficial members, and the’ Hon. 
Thomas Scott proposed an amendment that would have made the 
resolution an unqualified endorsement of the approval of the | 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. The Government side, how- 
ever, carried the day, and a subsequent motion by Dr. Little, to 
invite tenders for the work, was also lost. At this meeting, also, ! 
some important papers were laid before the Council. Chief | 
among these were—tirst, correspondence between the India and | 
Colonial offices regarding the payment of Sir P. Benson Max- | 
well’s pension, with the Governor's minute thereon, adhering to | 
the position that the late Chief Justice’s Indian pension should | 
be paid by the Indian Government ; second, a minute by the : 
Governor on the report of the Select Committee on the Munici- | 
palities, in which he proposes what we consider an impracticable 

scheme ; and third, a Ictter from the Master Attendant recom- . 
mending the sale of the colonial steamer /’/uto and the construc- 
tign of a wooden gteamer here in Singapore—a proposal which, 
judging from past experience, would, if carried out, prove more ; 
economical than the purchase of one im England. 

A case of considerable interest has been going on in the Su- : 
preme Court during the fortnight, being an action by the Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia, and China against the Tanjon 
Pagar Dock Company, to recover the value of certain goods 
named in dock receipts upon which the bank had made advances 
to Velge Brothers, but which the dock company had delivered ‘ 
to that firm, previous to its bankruptcy, for transhipment to China. 
The case is still going on. [A telegram published in our last | 
issue reported the result of this action in favour of the company,] | 

There is a great abundance of minerals in the Malay Penin- | 
sula, yet, owing to the unsettled state of the country, and the ; 
policy of our local Government, which will not afford protection 
to British subjects or British enterprise in the Malay states, 
mining matters do not usually awaken much interest in the com- 
munity. An exception to this rule is the Chindrass gold mine, 
about forty miles from Malacca, shares in which have lately been 
down to a lowebb. A new shaft which was being sunk has, 
however, we are informed, struck the quartz reef at the depth 
estimated, thus Pe the existence of an extensive vein of 
gold quartz, aud shares have within the past few days risen 

rgely in value. When the necessary crushing machinery ar- 
rives from Australia, whence it is being procured, it is expected 
this mine will yield large returns upon the invested capital. 

Abundance of coal has recently been found in Sarawak. In 
addition to the deposits found at Silantek, for the working of 
which a company is forming, large seams of excellent coal have 
been found in other districts, some of which are said to equal the 
best English coals and to be easily workable. Should this prove 
to be the case, the little territory of Sarawak will be likely soon 
enum an important position in relation to commerce in the 

t. 

A collision has occurred at the P. and O. Wharf here between 
the homeward mail steamer Massiliu, which was leaving the 
wharf, and the Pekin, the mail steamer for China, which was 
lying at the wharf. The damage to both vessels was not serious, 
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‘ siderably. 


though the repairs will probably cost considerable. The IMassilia 
was delayed only one hour, and the Pekin left at her appointed 
time, so that the mails were not delayed in consequence. 

The 28th inst., being Queen’s Coronation Day, was observed 
as a Government holiday. Mail exigencies, however, prevented 
the mercantile portion of the community from following suit, 
and they have deaied tu observe the 2nd July as a holiday in- 
stead. : 


CEYLON. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Kanpy, Joty 7, 1873. 

Two sad calamities are upon us together. The amiable wife 
of an excellent governor, who so recently dispensed right royally 
the hospitalities of the pavilion on the last Queen’s bye pe has 
been suddenly taken from us. Along with other friends she 
accompanied Mr. Gregory on a tour, which included a visit to 
the ruins of Amnordjapoorah—the City of the Ninety Kings. 
In its now abandoned and overgrown state this ancient historic 
city is one of the most unhealthy parts of Ceylon. Attached to 
this fatal spot, by its storied interest, Mrs. Gregory busied herself 
in sketching its wondrous ruins, In doing this she had doubtless 
exposed herself to the miasma constantly being drawn from the 
earth by a powerful tropical sun, and caught a fever which in a 
few days merged into dysentery, that most fatal of our country 
diseases—and in a few days more this estimable lady had 
ceased to be. Mrs. Gregory had endeared herself by her 
mild and gentle manners, and her kindness of heart, to the whole 
community, who feel the blow as a personal affliction. The 


| shock to his Excellency must have been dreadful. He left Kandy 


for Colombo on Sunday morning, immediately after her burial, 
which was conducted privately, by the Governor’s desire, and he 
has been very little seen since. It may be some small consolation 
for Mr. Gregory to know that the public sympathy with him in 
his great and sad bereavement is universal. A feeling has found 


| vent in some quarters that his Excellency will take it so much to 


heart that he will resign the government and go home. A 
greater calamity could hardly befall us, at atime when he has on 
hand such great and important works as the breakwater for 


' Colombo and railway extension in the interior ; to both of which 
* questions he has given already much attention. I do not mean here 


to imply that another could not take up the 7éle where he threw it 
down, but I do. mean that no new man could be expected for some 
time to have the same mastery of the facts, and consequently of the 
sosition, as one who has spent upwards of a year in acquiring the 
Fhowldge which Mr. Gregory already possesses. During his 
short career among us he has been most energetic in investigating 
every matter which he considered necessary in order to develop 
the resources and forward the progress of the island’s prosperity ; 
and were he to throw away the experience thus gained, and which 
may be considered his capital in trust, he would not only do to 
Ceylon a serious injury, but his own character for sound judg- 
ment, manly firmness, and true statesmanship would suffer con- 
However, I have a far higher idea of the Governor 
in all these respects than to believe that he would for a moment 
entertain such an intention. A calamity has befallen him which 
we all deplore, but which no human power could avert ; yet let 
us not think so lightly of Mr. Gregory’s resources as to suppose 
| him unmindful of the weighty obligations his oftice imposes upon 
'‘ him, and the grave responsibility he has undertaken as Governor 

of this colony. He will find a solace in active employment, 
‘ while the sympathies of the whole community are with him. 
And now for another calamity, if it may not appear sacrilege to 


! name both on.one day. It concerns us so nearly, however, that 


I must not omit reference to our terribly short crops of coffee 
this ensuing season. One universal wail is heard from all the 
coffee districts touching the lamentable deficiency in our staple 
product. Many estates are not yielding 1 cwt. per acre ; and the 
average of the island will not be 3 cwts. In the face of this fact, 
too, the article has so fallen in the home market as to deprive us 
of the set-off we thought we had of high price against low quan- 
tity. Within two months it has receded quite 15s. per cwt. But 
matters may mend ere our crops come to market. To a number 
of ships arriving together we may, [ suppose, attribute the rapid 
declension. Not in Ceylon alone are crops short this year. In 
India they are in a worse plight—whole districts are spoken of 
as having little or no crop. From Java, too, we hear similar 
reports, and if Brazil be like situated the shortcoming in pro- 
duction will be such as will astonish the world. Here in Ceylon 
it will be the shortest crop ,in proportion to the acres in culti- 
vation that has ever been reaped—a melancholy prospect truly !

IMPORTS. 

YoxkouaMa.—The unsatisfactory position of the market as last reported 
had continued, aud, with only a languid inquiry for almost every staple, 
rates for many articles had declined. 9 lbs. Grey Shirtings had been 
inquired for, but other weights had been in little request ; Yarn, not 
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withstanding fair sales, showed a considerable further decline. All 
fancy and Woollen goods were neglected, and sales could only be made 
at extremely low rates. Metals showed little change. 

Hi0co—Osa%a.—The month had been one of comparative dulness, 
and in most cases sales were only to be effected at declining rates. 
With the exception of T Red Cambrica and Tatfachelass there was no 
article for which any consumptive demand had been shown. Most of 
the purchases had been made on speculation, which, however, had had 
no strengthening influence. 

Tientstn.—Advices from this port state that the trade in imports 
was completely stagnant. 

Hayxow.—The improvement anticipated in the demand for Piece 
Goods had taken place, and considerable sales, consisting chiefly of Grey 
Cottona, had been effected. Cotton Goods.—Grey Shirtings: A large 
business done at a concession of one to two candareens on all weights. 
White Shirtings: No change. T-Cloths: Sales limited at previous 
quotations ; common goods difficult to place. Drills: A fair business 
done at about last mail’s rates, but closing prices showed a downward 
tendency. Jeans: Steady ; demand being limited. Fancy Cottons : 
Transactions on a small scale. Woollens and Worsteds: A trivial 
demand continued. Figured Orleans: Still neglected. Metals : Lead 
further advanced, closing firm at Tls. 5.55 to 5.60 per picul. Quick- 
silver: Tls. 91.00 per picul. 

SHANGHAI.—Cottons: Seldom had there been a fortnight of more 
unsatisfactory trade than that under review. The dealera supplied 
themselves sparingly, and were generally enabled to get what they 
wanted on their own terms. Mildew prevailed to an alarming extent, 
making business most troublesome and entailing losses most severe. 
The sales of 7 to 8.4 lbs. Grey Shirtings had been on a fair scale, but 
at lower prices. Heavy Grey Shirtings had been taken to a small 
extent, but also at a decline. White Shirtings had not commanded 
any attention, while the offers made for all kinds of common and 
Mexican T-Cloths were so low as to prevent much business being done. 
Drills showed a further decline in value, but had been moved off in 
quantity. The transactions reported in Jeans and Sheetings were very 
small. Fancy Cottons had been in good inquiry for Dyed Brocades and 
Dyed Damasks of Hankow patterns, the stock of which was small, but 
with this exception there had been very little Lusiness. Woollens: 
Special colours of Long Ells had been inquired for at an advance, but 
Scarlet and the usual Assorted Goods showed no improvement. Other 
Woollen and Worsted Fabrics had commanded almost no attention. 
Metals and coals were without improvement. 

Foocuow.—The only'sales reported during the past week had been 
500 pieces 8} lbs, Grey Shirtings at $2.75 per piece, and 1,300 pieces 
7 Iba. T-Cloths at $2 to $2.25 per piece. Lead was quoted $72 to $8 
per picul to Teamen. 

Hosa Konc.—The arrivals had been moderate during the fortnight, 
and in addition to the mail steamers we have only to nutice the steamer 
Glaucus and ship Norman Court. | There had been an unusually dull 
fortnight in Imports, and prices had reached a point at which importers 
were unwilling to press sales, though whenever a demand arose there 
appeared to be no hesitation in meeting it. Cotton Yarn: 16/243. had 
been in more request at irregular prices ; lower qualities had declined 
one dollar ; 28/328. very difficult to move ; ordinary qualities $2.00 per 
bale lower, and as large quantities were cuming forward the tendency 
of prices was stilt downward ; 38/42s. quite out of demand, and nominal 
at $125 to $137.50 Grey Shirtings: In moderate supply, but no in- 
quiry ; 8.4 lbs. quite collapsed, and unsaleable at a decline of 2 cents 

or piece ; 9 to 10 Ib., no inquiry. White Shirtings : Little asked for ; 
unitation still on the decline, without attracting any attention. 
T-Cloths : 6 lb. in heavy stock, prices had given way 2 to 3 cents, and 
the tendency was still downwards ; 7 lbs. very quiet, but no change in 
values ; Mexicans 6 lb. neglected; 7 lbs. in very little inquiry, and 
prices barely maintained ; 8 lbs. 3 to 5 cents lower, with very small 
business doing. Drills: 14 lbs. in small request at lower prices, but 
15 Ib. 5 cents lower ; stocks of both weights very heavy ; in Jcans 
nothing doing ; Sheetings not asked for. Fancy Goods : Dull of sale. 
Woollens : Spanish Stripes and Blankets out of demand ; Long Ella 
unchanged ; a small sale of Scarlet at 38.174, and HH at $8.25 com- 
prised all the business of the fortnight ; Assorted dull of sale ; Camlets 
no inquiry, prices are nominal ; Lastings difficult to move ; Crape Last- 
ings quite neglected ; Figured Lustres dull; Plain Orleans not asked 
for. Metals : Iron dearer all round, Nail Rod 10 cents, Hoop 5 cents, 
Round 10 cents, Wire 20 to 25 cents higher; Tin Plates declined 25 
cents, at which there was asmall demand ; Quicksilver further advanced 
$10.00 per picul ; Yellow Metal weaker, but few buyers ; Lead firmer, 
but no demand from the Chinese. 

Canton.—Sales of L.B. Lead had been made at $7.70 per picul, but 
the demand was not active. Quicksilver was quoted $124 to 125 per 
picul, nominal. 

Banckok.—There was very little business doing in imports, as the 
natives were commencing the preparation of their fields for the next 
paddy crop. 

Batavia.—During the fortnight the position of our market for Cotton 
manufactures has not improved. On the contrary, although a some- 
what better general demand had been observable, prices in most in- 
stances had stiffered a decline, it being impossible, in consequence of 
ample stocks and limited requirements, to effect sales except on dealers’ 
low terms. 

SixaaporE.—Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows :—Business 
in Piece Goods has been moderately active during the fortnight, and 
clearances are on a fair scale. In prices there is little change to be 
noticed, but at the close rates are weaker. 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings have 
continued in good request, but close quicter. T-Cloths: All weights 
have met with some inquiry, but sales are not large. White Shirtings : 
Fine makes are lower and dull. A fair amount of business has been 
done in medium counts. 40's Grey Yarn has continued very quiet, and 
sales show a further reduction in prices. Prints have been in some re- 
quest. Little doing in other descriptions of Fancy Cottons. For 
Woollens there has been a trifling inquiry, at steady prices. Iron con- 
tinues firm in price, but the business done has been trifling. Yellow 
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Metal is leas inquired for, and sales effeoted are small. Copper Sheath- 
ing: Stocks being light, prices are rather firmer, but at present high 
rates purchases are limited. Pig Lead is still held for high rates, which 
up to the present have prevented business. Stocks of Steel aré in few 
hands, and now held for extreme prices. Coals are without alteratlonis ; 
only one small transaction is reported, consumers being well supplied, 
and the tendency is rather in favour of lower prices.

TEA. 

Yoxouama.—After the departure of the Pacific mail steamer China 
on the 7th June the market remained quiet, and buyers acting cau- 
tiously, prices gradually gave way until about the 11th, when some 
large settlements were made at $3 to 4 per picul under last quotations ; 
this restored the confidence of holders, who had since partially suc- 
ceeded in recovering the decline, and the market closed firm, slightly 
under last rates. Settlements amounted to about 4,500 piculs, cons 
sisting of good medium to fine descriptions ; finest and choloe Teas 
were scarce and dear. Stocks were reduced considerably, owing to the 
paucity of arrivals. The new seazon’s export commenced with that 
per Macgregor on the 5th June, viz. : 264,204 lbs. for New York 5 
35,743 lbs. for Boston ; 35,072 lbs. for Chicago ; 34,318 lbs, for San 
Francisco. The China followed on the 7th, with 89,494 lbs. for New 
York ; 5,914 lbs. for Chicago; and 30,937 lbs. for San Francisco. 
Quotations : Medium, $30 to 33 per picul; good medium, $34 to 37 ; 
fine, $39 to 42; finest, $44 to 48 ; choice, nominal. 

Hioco-Osak1.—There had been a steady business doing, at gradually 
declining prices, and the market closed rather weak. Settlements for 
the month amounted to 2,955 piculs, and stocks, which consisted prin- 
cipally of good medium leaf, were estimated at 4,000 piculs, Quotations 
were :—medium, $30 to $32 ; good medium, $34 to 37 ; fine, $39 to 41 ; 
finest, $43 to $48 ; choice, nominal. 

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co. report as follows un- 
der date 10th June:—We have again to report a considerable busi- 
ness in Tea, settlements since the French mail of 3rd inst. amounting 
to 29,107 chests, 39,604 half-chests, and 1,526 boxes, particulars of

The bulk of the first crop is now to hand. The Teas at present on offer 
are of undesirable quality, the best parcels being third packs, prices for 
which are ruling as high as Tls. 24, making the market in our opinion, 
considering the character of the leaf, from ‘Ms. 1 to 2 over opening 
rates, Stock is extimated at 23,500 chests, and this consists, as stated 
above, of low class Tea, for which, in the face of the unfavuurable ad- 
vices from home, there is very little demand, and teamen are conse- 
quently beginning to ship in quantity to the Shanghai market. Cus- 
tom’s export to Sth inst. is 22,357,273 Ibs., against 19,155,728 Ibs. to 
sume date last year. Our estimate of shipments and settlements to 
date, including Ningchows, is 25,854,000 lbs., against 27,839,000 Ibs. in 
1872, or two million pounds less than to same time last year. The in- 
crease shuwn in the Customs’ figures is owing to the Teas being shipped 
more quickly this year than last, less being held in godowns and on 
board ships in port. 

Suancuat.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.'s Report says :-- Our 
market for Black Tcas was opened on June 7, since when 3,500 chesis * 
and 20,000 half-chests have been settled, Oonams realising Tls. 18.5 to 
Tls. 20, Hohows Tis. 22.5 to Ts. 29.5, Oopacks Tls. 24 to Tls. 32, Oon- 
fars Tls. 27 to ‘Ils. 34.2.5, and Ningchows T]s, 27 to Ts. 35.5 per picul. 
The greater part of the Settlements is of second class Ningchow and 
Hohow Teas, of which but few were offered in Hankow ; hence they 
have come to hand in rather large supply, whilst the quantity of Oo- 
nams, Oopacks, and Oonfars on offer is rather limited. It is difficult 
to draw a comparison between prices current here, and those ruling in 
Hankow from the opening of that market, as the operations there have 
heen chiefly directed to‘tiner Teas than any that have come to this 
port. With regard to the quality of the yield we can now speak with 
some confidence. The Ningchows are inferior to the growth of any 
year in our recollection ; with the exception of the very finest parcels, 
they are wanting in character and strength. Oonfars are decidedly 
better than for the past two ycars, although many are not free of in- 
ferior leaf from other districts. Ovonams also show improvement. Oo- 
packs, we think, will improve! more than at first expected ; we cannot 
say they arc superior to last year, although some from the choicest dis- 
tricts of the Province such as Soong-yong and Tong-shan are fine Teas. 
The Hohows are stronger and more flavoury than usual, and have com- 
manded considerable attention. We quote :—Oonams, common to fair, 
1s. 14d. to 1s. 23d.; Hohows, good to fine, 1s. 43d. to 1s. 84d. ; Oo- 
packs, medium to fine, 1s. 54d. to 1s. 10d. ; Oonfas, medium to fine, 
1s. 73d. to 1s. 114d. ; Ningchows, good medium to fine, 1s. 7d. to 2s. 0}d. 
Green Teas.—The cost of leaf in the country is much lower than last year ; 
we have not at present definite information as to the reduction in cost 
laid down here. The local hongs are busy with the first chops of Shang- 
hai packed, and some partially prepared musters have been shown. 

Foociow.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular says :—Our market 
is as yet unopened, and we now have nearly 220,000 chests of Congou 
in stock. In reporting upon the quality, we would say that the finest 
parcels from the Shoo Moo, Kaisow, and Ching Wo districts are a 
nearer approach to true fineness than were last season's. Many of the 
good medium Ching Woes are thin and watery. From the Soey Cut 
plantations we have some desirable fine parcels, such as were not to be 
found last year, and the Sah Yune and Young How districta have pro- 
duced several desirable lotsa of medium to good medium grade. The 
Pak Lings we do not think attractive, as they lack strength and point. 
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There is, throughout, an evidence of greater care having been taken 
during the picking and manipulation of the leaf, there being greater 
absence of old or withered leaves as well as dust, and, on the whole, 
we look upon the first crop Congous of this as being more desirable than 
those of last season, notwithstanding the’ fact that want of strength is 
prevalent. The crop has produced many really desirable parcels of 
medium and good medium grades. We are told that a considerable 
quantity of leaf (common as well as fine) from districts of this province, 
situated near the Bohea hills, is being taken into the neighbouring pro- 
vince of Kiangsi for the purpose of mixing with Black leaf Teas, the 
high prices realised at Hankow enabling the Black leaf Teamen to out- 
bid the Foochow Teamen, notwithstanding the necessarily increased 
expense of transit incurred by the conveyance of the leaf to Kiangsi. 
The Souchongs so far seen are very unsatisfactory in quality. They 
are thin and wanting in flavour, while the few with any pretensions to 
fineness are over tarry. We are hoping that later arrivals will prove to 
be more attractive. ‘T'he steck of Oolongs consists principally of cargo 
grades, which in appearance are rather satisfactory, for they are blackish 
and tulerably free from yellow leaf and dust, but the liquor is poor. 
We are inclined to think that the desirable portion of the crop will be 
kept back at first, in order that same may be suld to American buyers 
by-and-by. Reports from the country state that the finest Ovlongs are, 
this season, exceptionally fine, but this statement cannot be confirmed 
until we inspect the Teas. The Scented Teas now on offer are evidently 
made of poor leaf, and in some instances mixed with old leaf. We are 
expecting to see a considerable improvement in later samples. 

CantToy.—Messrs. Deacon and Co. report as follows. A fair business 
has been passing in ‘Tea during the past fortnight. Till but near the 
close there was little change in rates, but the price of leaf having ad- 
vanced, Teamen now seem less disposed to quit their stocks, and some 
settlements of 'second crop Scented Caper, considering the quality, are 
rather dearer than a fortnight ago. Scented Teas :—The second crop 
Teas which have been shown last few days are of rather indifferent 
quality, unsightly in leaf and wanting in strength in the cup, and un- 
til some improvement takes place, buying seems likely to be checked. 
Of Orange Pekoes, new make sorts have been scttled at Tls. 174 to 18, 
long leaf medium to fine at Ts. 224 to 26, and finest up to Ts. 31 per 
picul, all being much on the same basis as reported in last cirenlar, Of 
Scented Capers, the bulk of the settlements have been at Tls. 224 to 25 
for medium to good medium grades; under this little has been done ; at 
Tis. 27 to 31 afew parcels of fine to finest have found buyers, and the 
market at the close we quote firm to a slight advance.—Canton 
Greens :—The settlements are only 2,500 boxes Gunpowder at Tls 17 
to 24. 








SILK. 

Yoxouama.—Business had been on a very small scale, and only 
about 150 bales had been settled at irregular prices, the old stock re- 
maining on hand being firmly held for previous rates. About 20 bales 
of new Silk had arrived, but they were hardly sufficient basis on which 
to form a fair opinion of the quality of the new crop. Dealers seemed 
to expect to obtain about $630 per picul ; no actual transactions had 
taken place. 

SHanoHar.—Transactions in the new Silk were commenced on the 
5th June, with a sale of about 100 bales Tsatlee. For the French mail 
of the 7th the settlements were estimated at 600 bales. Since that 
date, however, the market had ruled unprecedentedly quict for this sea- 
son of the year, the unfavourable position of the home markets having 
discouraged many from operating at such seemingly high figures as 
those at which business was commenced ; while, on the other hand, the 
Chinese had refused to grant any concession, owing to the rise in value 
of the article in the country, occasioned by the unfavourable accounts 
respecting the European crop, and the unexpectedly high figures at 
which the market opened here. The sles include—Chopings, No. 8 
Chicks, at Tls. 5124; Cock and Worm, No. 3, at Tls. 5074 ; Dragon, 
No. 3, at Tls. 505; Gold Lion, Nos. 1, 2, and 3, at T's. 465, 445, and 
425 respectively ; Incense, No. 3, at Tls. 470, and No. 34 at Tls. 450 ; 
Kukee’s “Chin Jan” at Tis. 440 and 445; Blue Elephant at Ts, 430 
and 4324; Ching Yeng Sing’s “‘Tinghow ” Kahing at Tls. 4424 ; © Gnal- 
ing” at Tls. 420. After the efforts which had been made to induce the 
Chinese tv give greater attention tu the recling of the Silk, the mmsters 
received were exceedingly disappointing, and showed but little if any 
improvement on the previous year's productjon. The quality of the 
crop seemed good, but it was deficient in colour and full in size, and 
from want of care in packing was very mixed. 

Cantox.—No further purchase of Tsitlee reel had been made. 
Chinamen had not given way, and were asking S400 per picul for good 
No. 4. For once there was something like combination on the part of 
foreigners, and with a little longer resistance lower prices were ex- 
pected. Some musters of second crop were to hand, and the quality 
appeared to be decidedly preferable to the first yield. This crop was 
said to be abundant, estimated at 5,000 to 6,000 bales, with a larger 
proportion than usual of yellow thread. Re-recls had been in good 
demand, and settlement were 900 boxes, chiefly for America, Of 
Long-reels 100 bales had been taken for this mail by Parsees. The 
stuck was extimated at 1,200 to 1,300 hales, composed of 600 bales 
Tsatlee, 200 bales Loongkong, 100 bales Cumehuck, and 399 toa 400 
bales,of inferior staple.

TYPHOON AT AMOY. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAMS, ) ‘ 

Hone Koxe, Jury 26.—A severe typhoon occurred at Amvy on 
the 21st. The foreign property at Koolangsue has been considerably 
damaged, and most of the shipping has wore or less sulfered, in conse- 
quence of collisions during the gale. In the country between Amovy 
and Fouchow great destruction is also announced, During the typhoon 
the Taunton (British ship), the Visien (British brig), and the Sura 
(North German barque), went ashore, but got off; the Tarra (British 
baryue), the Shaftesbury (American steamer), the Rebecca (North Ger- 
man brig’, the China (schooner), and the Viea (schooner), drove ashore 
at Soonghing ; the Triton (North German schooner), and the Aarhuus 
(Norwegian schooner), were damaged by collision ; the Advlf Kieling, 
with a cargo of cyitls as ballast, and the India (North German barque), 
from Foochow for Dunedin, laden with tea, were dismmasted.

Licutenant-Colonel F. W. Festing, who is in command of the English

Several officers who have 
served in China have been mentioned in the despatches for their services 
against the Ashantecs—Captain P. P. Luxmore served in the Chesa- 
peake, flagship of Rear-Admiral L. T. Jones, from 1859 to 1861 ; Navi- 
gating-Lieutenant A. R. Wonham was acting second master in the 
Leven, gun-vessel, from March, 1863, to the close of 1865; Lieutenant 
John Hext was, in September, 1865, appointed to the Princess Royal, 
flagship of Rear-Admiral G. St. V. King, C.B., was transferred in the 
following January to the Perseus, and in April, 1869, obtained command 
of the Firm, gun-boat, which vessel was paid off and sold out of the 
service at Shanghai in May, 1872 ; Staff-surgeon F. H. Moore served from 
aulys 1867, till August, 1869, in the Sylvia, surveying vessel in the China 

eas. 

With reference to the recent appointment to the Governorship of 
the Straits Settlements, the Army and Nary (Grazette says, “ Sir Andrew 
Clarke will carry with him the respects and best wishes of a numerous 
body of naval officers, whose interests he has ever studied. The fact 
of his having been lately invited by the Naval Club to meet the First 
Lord of the Admiralty at dinner will vouch for this statement.” 

Captain C. L. Waddilove, who has been appointed to the command 
of the Black Prince, vice E. Lacy, was in February, 1564, appointed to 
the command of the Adventure, troopship, at Portsmouth, and shortly 
afterwards, sailing for China, was employed on that station till May, 1867 

Vicr-Admiral E. P. Halsted, whose death has just been announced’ 
served to the close of 1842 in the Childers, 16, in the Kast Indies and 
China, including the operations against the city of Chin Kiang. 

Captain E. Lacy, who has just been placed on the retired list, was in 
April, 1857, appointed to the command of the Adventure, on the East 
India and China station, and was paid off early in 1861.

THE DUTCH ATTACK UPON ATCHIN. 

Lord STanLey of ALDERLEY, in calling attention to the affairs of 
Atchin, said that a Convention was signed at the Hague on the 2nd 
of November, 1871, and ratified February 17, 1872, between Her Ma- 
festy and the King of the Netherlands for the settlement of their re- 
ations in the Island of Sumatra. This Convention was presented to 
Parliament in 1872 ; but it did not appear to have attracted any atten- 
tion till this year, when its effects made themselves felt. This Con- 
¥ention abrogated that part of the Treaty of 1824 between Great 
Britain and the Netherlands which prevented the Dutch extending 
their dominion in Sumatra north of the Line. No cause had been shown 
for signing this convention. Its effects had been most injurious to 
British interests ; and our interests in the Indian Ocean and Straits of 
Malacca, which should have been carefully watched over by the Govern- 
ment, had been sacrificed to that department of the Colonial-office 
which looked after the West Coast of Africa, and which, in its anxiety 
to include the whole of that coast in a ring fence, had saddled us with 
fin Ashantee War, besides the other injurious effects to which he 
would now call attention. The Treaty of 1824, which had sub- 
sisted for almost fifty years, had become part of the public 
law of the countries adjoining the Malacca Straits, as much as the 
Treaty of Vienna was the public law of Europe, and our Government 
was not justified in abrogating it without regard to the interests and 
obligations which had grown up under it. Under this Treaty Her Ma- 
jesty’s subjects carried on trade with Bender Atchin and other parts of 
Sumatra, and the population of Sumatra had friendly relations with 
our Straits Settlements, and trusted to the Treaty of 1824. This had 
been abrogated without any necessity, even on the part of the Dutch, 
who had no grounds for quarrel with Atchin, which had done them no 
injury. The Dutch had attacked Atchin and failed. There were 
grounds for hoping that they would not renew that attack, and that Her 
Majesty’s Government might use its utmost endeavours to engage them 
not to renew it ; for should it be renewed, and be successful, the fall of 
Atchin would be ruinous to our prestige throughout Southern Asia, and 
the utmost dissatisfaction would be felt not only by Her Majesty's Eu- 
ropean and Malay subjects in the Straits Settlements, but also by all 
the Malays in the Malay Peninsula, whose good will was very important 
to us. It was not only our prestige, but also our commercial interests, 
that had been injured by this new Convention ; for if the Dutch 
should carry out their designs of last spring, the whole of the 
pepper trade of Pulo Penang would be lost. The Dutch system 
in Java, besides being most opposed to free trade, differed so 
little from slavery, for the Dutch called it unpaid labour, that it did 
not appear why Her Majesty's Ministers should have been desirous to 
promote its extension to the whole of the north of Sumatra, or why 
they did not make the necessary reservations on behalf of Atchin, which 
was entitled to expect that we should not forget its ancient independ- 
ence, and a history which at some periods has been brilliant, for Atchin 
was an independent State at the time when Holland was a Spanish pro- 
vince. After that time Atchin exercised a great influence in the Ma- 
lacca Straits, and sent out large fleets, which frequently engaged the 
Portuguese fleets victoriously. It might be asked why the Dutch had 
attacked the independence of a free State which had done them no harm, 
and this at a time when they had not yet recovered frum the fears 
which they had good reason to entertain for their own independence 
after the late French war. For it was well known that a party in Ger- 
many aimed at absorbing Holland and acquiring the Dutch Colonies, 
and a still larger portion of the Germans had been persuaded into the 
false belief that the Dutch would be not unwilling to be united or an- 
nexed to Germany. Under these circumstances, it was not a matter for 
surprise that a Dutch general should have been despatched to renew 
the attack upon Atchin, under the auspices and with the encourage- 
ment of the German Minister. But this policy was equally short- 
sighted on the part of Holland and of Germany. On the part of Hol- 
land because this aggressive policy must diminish the sympathies which 
would otherwise be felt for that country if its independence was me- 
naced ; and, on the part of Germany, because if German hopes should 
ever be realised, and should Germany acquire Holland and a claim to 
the Dutch Colonies, the recognition of that claim by England would 
be far more doubtful if Sumatra were included with Java. In such a 
contingency the conduct of Her Majesty's Government was already 
marked out by what happened when Holland fell into the hands of 
France at the beginning of the century. And while it might be 
possible that Great Britain should acquiesce in the transfer of 
Java to other masters, it would be impossible for England to 
suffer Atchin to pass into the hands of a strong military power. 
For, as Admiral Sherard Osborn had recently pointed out, At- 
chin was a station of extreme importance in maritime strategy ; 
it commanded not only the Straits of Malacca and the China trade, 
but also the approaches to Rangoon and British Burmah. In moving 
for the correspondence relative to this convention, he did not ask for 
the correspondence with regard to the benefits to be obtained by bring- 
ing all the Gold Coast under British dominion and our troops into con- 
flict with the Ashantees, but he asked for any papers which would 
show on what grounds or by whose advice the Government sanctioned 
the abrogation of the Treaty of 1824, and the sacrifice of its valuable 
provisions without any necessity, advantage, or equivalent. The noble 
lord concluded by moving that an humble address be presented to Her 
Majesty for a copy of the correspondence relating to the abrogation 
of the Treaty of 1824. 

Earl GranvItie could not see that any advantage was likely to arise 
from acceding to the motion of the noble lord. The treaty to which 
the motion referred had proved wholly impracticable, and had been set 
ee by the parties to it. The motion was, however, agreed to without 
a division, 
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THE CONSULAR ESTABLISHMENTS. 

The House having gone into Committee of Supply, the remaining 
votes in the Civil Service and Navy Estimates and several Supplemen- 
tary Estimates were to. 

On the vote of £248,545, for Consular Establishments abroad, Mr. 
Sciater-Booru called attention to the report of the Committee on the 
subject. He complained that the Foreign-office had not hitherto paid 
proper attention to the recommendations of Committees ; indeed, no 
records appeared to have been kept at the Foreign-office to show how 
far such recommendations had been attended to or carried into effect. 
The Committee had made two recommendations—first, that the service 
should be reorganised more in analogy with the service of other de~ 
partments, and second as to the practice of appointing foreign mer- 
chants to perform Consular duties recouping themselves for the service 
by fees. Great difficulty was experienced by the Committee in recom 
ciling the claims made by the Consuls to increased salaries, owing to 
the increase of prices, with the necessary requirements of the public 
service ; and he did not know that the Committee would have beem 
able to arrive at any satisfactory conclusion if they had not received 
valuable evidence from a gentleman in the Foreign-office, who 
made a journey to the Levant, visiting many of the Consulates there, 
as to which there had been most difference of opinion in this House ; 
and from his statement the Committee gathered that a great deal too 
much tenacity had been shown by the Foreign-office in retaining the 
Consulships of the Levant. It was the opinion of the committee that 
this gentleman, who had shown so much capacity, might be usefull 
employed by the Forcign-office in visiting other parts of the world, 
especially the coasts of France, Spain, and Portugal, with a view to 
some more comprehensive plan of reducing the Consular establishments - 
The North Germans and Americans, for example, had a more simple 
and cheap organisation than we had, by means of Consul-Generals who 
supervised a long stretch of coast. A revision of the fees received by 
Consuls might be advantageously undertaken by the Foreign-office and 
the Board of Trade. No doubt it was for the interest of the com- 
munity that there should be proper Consular establishments through- 
out the world ; but Consuls had functions to perform of a legal and 
notarial character, and it was desirable that the discharge of their 
duties connected with shipping and the like should, as far as practi- 
cable, be paid by the persons resorting to them for such purposes, while 
the residue of their remuneration should be provided by Parliament. 
It had been suggested that the fees might be commuted for a small 
tax on British shipping—an arrangement by which, if the ship- 
ping interest consented to it, matters might be greatly simplified. 
The noble lord the Under-Secretary ought to state what the Govern- 
ment had done to give effect to the report of the Committee on the 
Diplomatic and Consular Services, The Foreign-office very rarely car- 
ried out recommendations effecting economy, but appeared always 
happy to carrying out those involving additional expenditure. Con- 
siderable impression might be made on their consular expenditure if 
the recommendations of the committee were carried out in a right 
spirit. One of those recommendations was the general appointment in 
the small trading centres of vice-consuls in the person of merchanta, 
who would be glad to undertake the duty simply for the honorarium 
or fees they would receive. In many subordinate places respectable 
merchants would be glad of the distinction that would attach to hold- 
ing the office of Consul or Vice-Consul, and to discharge the duties for 
fees. Economy might be further effected in many places by the con- 
solidation of the Diplomatic and Consular Services. In China, Japan, 
and parts of America we had representatives holding diplomatic as well 
as consular offices ; but in Stockholm, Copenhagen, and Lisbon we had 
both Ministers and Consuls. In these cases the consular duties might 
very well be discharged by resident members of the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice. By consolidation something like £50,000 a-year might be saved. 
Unless something was done next year he hoped the hon. gentleman 
opposite would give them an opportunity of voting for the reduction of 
the vote. 

Mr. Orway was not surprised that the hon. gentleman opposite had 
called attention to the subject, seeing that so little result had followed 
the recommendations of the Committee to the appointment of which 
Lord Clarendon assented, which examined Lords Clarendon, Derby, 
and Malmesbury, and which investigated the whole subject so tho- 
roughly. Having served on that Committee he was satisfied we might 
get our work well done at a great reduction of cost by availing ourselves 
more than we did of the modern means of rapid communication. Some 
action ought really to be taken on the report of such a Committee, or 
else, when a similar question was raised again, the House would perhaps 
refuse to be satisfied with a Committee when they could have no secu- 
rity that its report would be attended to. ; 

Mr. Goupsmip said it might be a good thing in some instances to 
accept the services of merchants as Vice-Consuls; but it was bad 
policy to reduce the salaries of our Consuls in the East, because the 
impression produced was that a new Consul at a lower salary was an 
inferior man, whose decisions were entitled to proportionately less 
respect. Many of these Consuls required to have as much knowledge 
of law as a County Court judge in England ; they lived in climates 
fatal to the members of their families ; they were in some instances 
so isolated as to be practically banished ; and in some cases injury 
had been done to British interests by unwisely lowering salaries. 
difficulty in the way of consolidation was that Ministers were changed 
oftener than Consuls, and sometimes had conflicting duties, as in the 
case of the siege of Paris, when the Minister properly left in order to 
maintain his communications with the French Government and with 
his own, while the Consul remained in Paris, though he did not remain 
so long as he ought to have done. No doubt, in some instances, the 
offices would bear consolidation, 

Sir G. Barour stid that so far from being in favour of closing the 
ports in China he would strongly urge the extension of our commercial 
relations in that country by the establishment of Consuls or Vice- 
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Consuls. In his opinion the salaries of Consuls ought to be paid en- 
tirely out of Imperial funds. 

Mr. F. Stantry said the Select Committee did not mean to recom- 
mend that ports should be cluséd in China, but that the Foreign-office 
should not be deterred by any question of loss of prestige from closing 
ports which otherwise it would be undesirable to keep open. The 
Committee were also of opinion that in order to meet the claim put 
forward by the larger Consulates for additional pay and allowances, it 
would be necessary to cut off such smaller branches of the service as 
might be dispensed with. 

Mr. Maantac concurred with the member for Warrington that there 
ought to be a union of the Diplomatic and Consular Services. Our 
Consul at Palermo, for instance, was a highly cultivated gentleman, who 
had ten Vice-Consuls under him, and surely proper means ought to be 
given him to properly protect British interests in Sicily. He was in- 
formed that the irregularities which formerly occurred in the Consular 
Service in China had now entirely ceased. 

Mr. Wurrwe.t hoped the Foreign-office would carry out the recom- 
mendations of the Select Committee. He could hardly agree with the 
hon. member for Warrington that the Consular and Diplomatic Services 
ought to be united to any great extent, although in some cases it might 
be advantageous to effect such a union. 

. Lord ENFIEcp said he could assure hon. members that Lord Granville 
had given the recommendations of the Committee the fullest and most 
i ial consideration. It was a matter of congratulation to know 
that, although the Committee sat for two years, no complaint was 


brought against any of the members of the Diplomatic or Consular Ser- | 


vioes by anyone connected with the commercial and mercantile world. 
A net reduction of £3,000 had taken place during the five years ending 
1878-74. Earl Granville generally concurred in the recommendation 
of the Committee for the establishment of a classification in the Consu- 
lar Service ; but in his letter to the Treasury he remarks that it must 
be a work of time. Many changes recommended by Mr. Kennedy in 
the Levant had been carried out, at a saving of £500 per annum ; and 
but for the labour of Mr. Kennedy in connection with the French 
Treaty of Commerce further inspection of the Consular offices in the 
Levant would have been made with a view to further reductions. He 
had, however, inspected the Consulates in France, Spain, Belgium, 
Malta, and Portugal. Inspection had also taken place of those of Den- 
mark, Sweden, Norway, the Bultic provinces of the north of Russia, 
and North Germany ; and in order to carry out the views of the Com- 
mittee a juint committee of the Treasury and the Foreign-office 
was now sitting, who were very carefully going into the matter 
for the purpose of ascertaining which could be abolished or 
reduced. The charge for the Consular Church Establishment 
had wn to a sum of £9,000 per annum, but it was the opi- 
mion of the gentlemen who were engaged in this inquiry that a 
considerable annual reduction might be made in that vote. A simpli- 
fwoation of the returns of the Board of Trade, it was thought, might be 
introduced when the new Shipping Bill became law. The defalcation 
of one of the Consular agents in China had been brought under the 
notice of the Foreign-office. The Treasury insisted on his immediate 
suspension, and that steps should be taken for his arrest. There would 
be difficulty in obtaining a conviction, as the matter would have to be 
treated as a breach of trust, and not of frand) The Treasury, how- 
ever, were of opinion that a prosecution should be instituted, even if it 
failed, as an example to others. This officer, who had escaped from 
justice, had been apprehended und held to bail, but his trial had not 
yet taken place. Some of the Chinese ports were closed a few years 

, but in consequence of its interfering with the freedom of trade 
they had to be re-established. There was no hope that Earl Granville 
would agree to a consolidation of the Diplomatic and Consular Services, 
on the ground that it would be disadvantageous generally to the service. 
The Foreign-office were, however, of opinion that it would be advan- 
tageous to improve the Consulate at Palermo by abolishing some of the 
minor offices connected therewith. He hoped to be able next session to 
show to the Committee that great economy had been effected in these 
departments without having impaired the services. 
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Two Chinese Poems. Carvalho, Shanghai.—These two poems 
are the San Tz Ching or (Three Character Classic), and the 
Chien Titi Wén or (Thousand Character Essay), metrically 
translated by Mr. Herbert A. Giles, of H.M.’s Consular Service. 
The work is good work because it lets in a flood of light—though 
only through a chink—into an unsuspected cause of Chinese 
ignorance and prejudice—the latter inculcated under the dis- 
guise of “learning.” There can be no doubt that Mr. Giles’s 
translations are most conscientious. Although he may occasionally 
have failed to find the right pithy synonym for his Chinese 
original, and even been betrayed into a strange cantering metre 
of rhyme, there is no question of the translator’s sincerity, or of 
the value of his present contribution to Oriental literature. We 
regret that he should have adopted rhyme, because there is in- 
tarnal evidence that he would have conveyed the meaning of his 
origi more clearly, more accurately, and more to his own 
satisfaction, if he had arranged it literally, and as nearly as 

ible line by line, but without rhyme. Exactneas in convey- 
ing the meaning of his original should be the first care of the 
translator. Intelligent readers will rather supply an imaginary 
metre of their own, than accept a limping or imperfect one. In 
the little book before us, words that can have no possible 
synonym in Chinese are occasionally employed, apparently in 
consequence of the supposed exigence of the system of versifi- 
cation. Let it not be supposed that we wish to undervalye Mr. 
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Giles’s work—on the contrary, we welcome it with the greatest 

pleasure, and have read every line of it with the attention it de- - 

serves, In the above remarks we have merely pointed out what 
| We conceive to be a defect, but one easily remediable in another 
| edition. Mr. Giles writes concerning his production so modestly 
| —though he must be a student of no ordinary perception and 
' perseveranoe— that we wish to assure him of our desire to en- 
courage, rather than any disposition to criticise his efforts with 
| severity. We look forward with pleasure to the result of his 
' further exertions in the same broad and little-broken field. But. 
| it is time we gave some account of these two poems which Mr. 
Giles describes as the most widely read books in the Chinese 
Empire, and the two works which are always the foundation— 
in many cases the entire fabric—of a Chinese educational course. 
The San Tz Ching, though 600 years old, is still the first book 
put into the hands of a Chinese schoolboy. It is written in 
columns with but three characters in each, and comprises in all 
no more than 1,068 words, and 500 characters, the sound and 
' form of which is all that is taught to the boy, who repeats his 
uninteresting lesson with his back turned towards his master, to 
prevent his looking over the book. As a primer, or introduction 
to morals, science, and literature, this poem, though excessively 
simple, is not withont material value ; and we are, therefore, not 
surprised to learn that such is the estimation in which it is held 
that many who have never been to school, and cannot read a 
single character—even women—pick it up almost without know- 
ing, how, and can frequently repeat the whole from beginning to 
end, 

The Ci’ten Tzu Wen is unique in the history of literature. It may 
be compared with those efforts of a bygone age when monks, condemned. 
to the long solitude of the cluister, wiled away the dreary hours by 
composing the literary tours de force which remain proofs of the in- 
genuity, rather than the genius, of their authors. The Thousand Cha- 
racter Essay is so called because it contains exactly 1,000 different 








words. It is said to have been composed in a single night, obediently 
to the commands of the reigning Emperor ; and the strain on the 
re of the writer was so great as to change his hair from black to 
Ww) 6 

This is a phenomenon that beats the puetical license of Byron’s 
“Prisoner of Chillon” all to nothing. When our author says 
“hair,” we know he must mean “ pigtail,” and such a remark- 
able consequence of literary over-exertion as to turn a “ heathen 
Chinee’s” pigtail white “in a single night” may go far to 
account for the popularity of this disjointed performance, which 
is, however, worth peading from the importance it 
by reason of its wide circulation, and the insight it affords inta 
the constitution and temperament of the Chinese mind. We 
hope Mr. Giles’s “Two Chinese Poems” may find a wide circu- 
lation ; for, wherever a copy finds its way, it is sure to afford 
some new information concerning a strange people. 


THE EASTERN EXTENSION, AUSTRALASIA AND CHINA 
TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 


The first meeting of the shareholders of the Eastern Extension, 
Australasia, and China Telegraph Company was held on the Ist inst. ; 
Mr. John Pender, M.P., in the chair. The report, which was taken as 
read, stated that the amalgamation which formed the basis of this com- 
pany had been successfully carried out without the dissent of a single 

+sharebolder, and that with the exception of about 1,200 shares the 
whole of the shares in the British Indian Extension, China Submarine, 
and British Australian Telegraph Companies (Limited) had been ex- . 
changed for shares in this company. The gross receipts of the company 
from the Ist January to the 30th June, 1873, amounted to £105,245. 


The Chairman said this meeting was merely a formal one, in accord- 
ance with the Act of Parliament, and as the amalgamation had now 
been completed, this must be considered as a new company, and as 
such it had to comply with the article of the Act. The amalgamated 
company was working very satisfactorily ; and he only had to regret 
that telegraphy was not ina very lively state. Business was generally 
exceedingly quiet, and as he was told lately by a member of the Stock 
Exchange, “they were starving for business.” Now when that was 
the case he found that the telegraph companies had a quiet time of it. 
Their progress so far had been satisfactory, and no doubt with the re- 
covery of trade, which was sick, and which might be sick for some 
time, though he had never known trade to die, there would be a con- 
siderable revival of telegraph traffic. They would see from the report 
that all the arrangements in the amalgamated companies hud been 
completed, and he trusted that now they would have some little 
quiet in which to give their attention to their resources, which 
were very important and spread over a wide field, and he trusted they 
might be able to bring them together, and at the same time obtain in- 
creased telegraphic traffic from sources which had not yet been tapped, 
At the present time the Northern Company’s cable between Shanghai 
and Hong Kong was broken, and this was rather prejudicial to their 
traffic, as they were working under an agreement with that company, 
which was, however, the greatest sufferer. He hoped, however, that 
they would be able to put their cable into more efficient order, as the 
breakages had been unfortunately very frequent owing to its. not bei 
at present in waters where it was likely to be safe from breakages. I 
it were not made efficiznt, in the course of time they might have to lay 
another cable, either in conjunction with the Northern Company or 
without them, but he had no doubt that company would make 
every arrangement to perform their bargain, as they were the greatest 
sufferers by interruptions. He.then moved the adoption of the report, 
which was aepunded by Colonel Glover, R.E., and carried unsnimously.

JAPANESE DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS TO AMERICA 
AND EUROPE. 
oe ARTICLE.) 

IN continuation of our review of Political Missions from 
Japan, we now venture to make some remarks upon the 
one which has just left for ‘The Land of the Rising Sun,” 
to render an account of its long and arduous labours in the 
Western Hemisphere. As already stated, we look upon it 
as the first Japanese Embassy properly accredited by the 
legitimate sovereign of the realm to foreign Treaty Powers. 
Like the three preceding Diplomatic Missions sent by the 
Governments of the Shiogoons, this Embassy from the 
Government of the M1Kapo had for its object the Re- 
vision of the Treaties. But in the former instances it was 
only partial alterations or additions to the stipulations 
deemed inapplicable which was looked for ; and these, on 
the whole, were conceded to the Envoys. In this last 
Mission the Minister Plenipotentiary, IWAKURA, and his 
colleagues were deputed to re-examine the whole of the 
Treaties, Conventions, and Tariffs entered into with foreign 
Powers, in pursuance of an Article providing for their 
thorough revisal in July, 1872. In view of this the second 
administration under the new regimé of the MIKADO at 
Yedo resolved to appoint one of their ablest statesmen as 
Ambassador ; with a staff not only charged with diplo- 
matic powers, but junior members from every department 
of the State, to inquire into, examine, and report upon the 
systems of legislature, laws, finance, and other branches of 
the Governments of the various countries they visited. 

After careful deliberation, the Japanese Parliament drew 
up a scheme for the constitution and objects of the Em- 
bassy, which received the sanction of the MIKADO, in order 
that the ruling classes should study Western civilisation for 
themselves, and not depend upon reports of inferiors, as 
hitherto. At the close of 1871 the members intended to 
form the Embassy were completed. IwakuRa, formerly 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, but then promoted to the Junior 
Premiership, was unanimously appointed Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary ; K1po, member of the 
Privy Council, as Assistant Ambassador of the first rank ; 
OxvuBo, Minister of Finance, Assistant Ambassador of the 
first rank ; ITo, Minister of Public Works, Ambassador of 
the second rank ; and YAMAGUTCHI, Assistant Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Ambassador of the second rank. The 
staff consisted of eight secretaries, and twenty-one officials 
to carry out the details of the Embassy, besides twenty-one 
young scions of nobility to travel for information and study, 
and five young ladies of the same class. On the 22nd of 
December they took their departure from Yokohama har- 
bour in one of the large American Pacific mail steamers, 
and arrived at San Francisco, in California, on the 15th of 
January, 1872. Altogether the party—including servants 
—consisted of one hundred and five persons. They were 
accompanied by Mr. DE Lone, American Ministerfor Japan, 
and Mr. Brooks, Japanese Consul at San Francisco—where 
they met with a cordial reception from the authorities. 
Then they travelled by the Union Pacific Railway, expect- 
ing to perform the journey to Washington in nine or ten 
days; but it was the depth of winter, and they were 
snowed-up at Salt Lake City, in Utah, and did not arrive 
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foreign travel were not by any means so pleasant as they 
had been led to anticipate. 

At length they reached Washington in safety, and on 
the 4th of March the principal members of the Embassy, 
ten in number, were presented to President GRANT. In 
his address IWAKURA explained the objects of the mission 
generally, and to the United States in particular, he said, 
“ We are authorised to consult with your Government on 
“all international questions, directing our efforts to pro- 
“ mote and develop wide commercial relations, and draw 
“into closer bonds the strong ne existing 
“ between our respective peoples.” r giving them a 
cordial welcome, the President, among other things, stated 
in his reply, “Though Japan is one of the most ancient of 
“organised communities, and the United States rank 
“ among the most recent, we flatter ourselves that we have 
“ made some improvements upon the political institutions 
“ of the nations from whom we are descended. . . . . 
“ Tt will be a pleasure to us to enter upon that consultation 
“upon international questions in which you say you are 
“ authorised to en The improvement of the com- 
“ mercial relations between our respective countries is im-

the quaint, not to say comical, official costume of their 
native country. These were doffed in Europe, and a Eu- 
ropean Court costume adore while they appeared in 
public dressed in broad cloth coats and trowsers, with 
chimney-pot hats, or shooting jackets and round _ hate, 
which, though divesting them of conspicuousness, did not 
improve their appearance. 

Three days after this they visited Congress, all dressed 
in conventional black evening dress, wearing white kid 
gloves. They were introduced by General BANKS, when 
the Speaker addressed them, and the Ambassador replied 
in complimentary terms. Then the members of the mission 
made a tour of the States, visiting all the chief places of 
interest and instruction; each one specially examinin 
subjects within his department, and then they distribut 
themselves over the country. But these subsidiary move- 
ments did not interfere with negotiations for the revisal of 
the United States Treaty. At one time it was announced 
that the principles, and even some of the details of revision 
had been arranged, but nothing transpired of their purport. 
Whatever this may have been, the American Government 
apparently held them in abeyance until they ascertained 
what were the views of the European Treaty Powers, espe- 
cially Great Britain, whose interests equalled that of all 
other nationalities trading with Japan put together. 

Under these circumstances, after a sojourn in America of 
six months and a half, the Ambassadors left New York for 
Liverpool on board the Cunard steamer Olympus, on the 
4th August,a number of the junior members having preceded 
them to prepare for their reception ; besides TERASHIMA 
MUENORI, the Japanese Minister to be resident in London, 
accompanied by his private secretary Ki1nso. The day 
after his arrival he was accompanied by Sir HARRY PARKES, 
British Minister in Japan, and Mr. ASTON interpreter to 
the Embassy, and proceeded to Osborne, where he was in- 
troduced to the QUEEN by Earl GRANVILLE, presenting his 
credentials as Minister from the MrKaDo to Her MaJESTY's 
Court of St. James's, to which a favourable reply was 
vouchsafed at the audience. 

On the 17th August the main body of the Eynbassy, 
headed by IwakuRA and Kino, arrived at Live 1, and 
were received by General ALEXANDER on behalf of the 
Government, the Mayor of Liverpool for the Corporation, 
and the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, who pre- 
sented an address of welcome. From thence they pro- 
ceeded to London, which they made their head-quarters 
during their stay in Great Britain.

Her MasEsty having returned from Scotland about the 
end of autumn to her abode at Windsor Castle, arrange- 
ments were made for an official presentation of the Embassy. 
Accordingly, on the 4th of December, they went in State 
to that noble pile, accompanied by Lord GRANVILLE, who 

resented them to the QuEEN in the grand Audience 

hamber, as reported in our issue at the time, wherein it 
is stated :—“ It may be mentioned that the Japanese party 
“ wore Court suits of European fashion, they having seem- 
“ingly discarded while on their travels the costume of 
“ their own country. The Chief Ambassador, after reading 
“an address to the QUEEN, delivered to Her MaJEsty his 
“‘letters of credence. The Royal reply was handed by 
“the QUEEN to Lord GRANVILLE, who gave it to the 
“ Ambassador. The visitors, after the reception, lunched 
“ at the Castle, and then took their leave, evidently pleased 
“‘ with the gracious welcome they had received at the hands 
“of Royalty.” Twelve days after this ceremonial the 
Ambassadors, with their secretaries and suite, took their 
departure for Paris, after a sojourn of exactly four months in 
Great Britain. Our limited space precludes us from enter- 
ing intoany details of thismost comprehensive Mission, which 
was not confined to diplomacy—indeed that was the last 
of its functions—but appointed to investigate the lead- 
ing features of Western nations in order that Japan might 
emulate their power and prosperity. In their progress on 
the Continent they visited France, Belgium, Holland, Ger- 
many, Russia, Austria, Italy, and Switzerland, and these, 
added to the United States and the United Kingdom, make 
ten Treaty Powers whose countries they have thoroughly 
examined during one year and nine months ; and if we add 
the passages from and to Japan, two years within a few 
days will have elapsed since their absence from Yedo, on 
their return—perhaps the longest and most arduous Em- 
bassy on record, made doubly and trebly so in its results 
by the facilities of modern travels. 

Now that they have -gone, and we take a retrospective 
view of what has been ions towards the leading objects of 
the mission, the landmarks of diplomacy are nil. These 
are reserved for the plenipotentiaries on the spot, and it is 
to be hoped that the negotiations for revising the old Treaty, 
or cancelling and substituting a new one, will be carried on 
amicably, and adjusted for the mutual benefit of all the 
high-contracting parties. Although we have no data to go 
upon, yet, from the rapid strides and foreign innovations 
the Mrxapo’s Government have made aie! the absence 
of the Ersbassy, we infer that IwakuRA and his colleagues 
had advised them from time to time upon the necessity of 
making these reforms, in their reports of what they had 
observed in Europe and America. That they have amassed 
abundance of information during their progress there cannot 
be the slightest doubt ; and if we could but see their note- 
books and reports, in all probability every member of the 
mission knows more about the Western Hemisphere, and 
the nations within its vast boundary, than the most exten- 
sive traveller in Europe. But, on the other hand, what 
have we learned regarding their own country ? What new 
insight have we obtained into the history and institutions 
of Japan that has not reached us beforein a mysterious and 
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were ignorant of them. 

As to the personal conduct of its members, this Embassy 
has been irreproachable in its character, from the Ambassa- 
dors themselves down to the subordinates of their staff ; 
individually the plenipotentiaries have comported themselves 
on public occasions as accomplished courtiers, and the junior 
members have shown the manners of gentlemen. Their 
politeness has won them golden opinions, especially in 
acknowledging the most trifling attention accorded to them. 
Indeed, this pleasing feature in their manners might be 
imitated by members of European Embassies with advan- 
tage. While thus according them a just meed of praise for 
their conduct, and the absence of any acts of commission 
disapproved of, yet we must again advert to their extra- 
ordinary reticence. Doubtless this ‘Secretiveness,” 
as phrenologists term the faculty, is inherent in their brains, 
and of large development. If so, it will take many gene- 
rations to open up this mental isolation, even after the 
complete opening of their country to foreign intercourse is 
accomplished. If the higher ranks of Sspanese society 
—who were well represented in this. Embassy—are desirous 
of emulating the enlightened communities its members 
have visited, they would do well to cultivate a more open 
style of conversation and personal intercourse with 
foreigners, especially British. ithout this the nation as 
a whole can never lay claim to the proud title, socially and 
politically, what she has materially assumed as the “ Great 
Britain of the Far East.” 


THE AUDIENCE ACCOMPLISHED. 

AT last the Emperor of Cuina has been persuaded to 
abandon his lofty pretensions as “ Emperor of all under 
Heaven.” On the 29th June, as the telegraph informs 
us, he stepped down from the clouds, and, following the 
example of mundane Courts, was graciously pleased to 
receive in audience the representatives of the great Eu- 
ropean Sovereigns. As we pointed out a few weeks since, 
this concession cannot fail to produce a most happy effect 
on the relations of foreign Powers with China, and we 
trust that the service so ably performetl in this most im- 
portant cause by Mr. Wapr, Her MasestTy’s Minister at 
Peking, will not be allowed to pass without recognition at 
the hands of the State. But while we rejoice on what has 
been already accomplished, we cannot but express our 
regret that the concession having been once determined on, 
the ExPERoR’s Government should have shown a desire 
rather to mar its effect and diminish its importance than 
to yield it freely and fully. In the accounts of the cere- 
mony which we have already received several facts are 
mentioned which have created considerable disappointment 
among those acquainted with Chinese politics. We are 
told that the wording of the edict granting the audience 
has given great dissatisfaction at the Foreign Legation, and 
that no official mention of the audience having been granted 
has yet appeared. It will be observed also that the Em- 
PEROR, in addressing the Ministers, spoke in Manchoo, as 
if to avoid holding any direct oral communication with the 
foreigners. These small details, which, to the mind of a 
European appear to be beneath notice, have in the eyes of 
Chinamen a vast significance ; and we trust that the same 
motives which have induced the “ Son of Heaven” to re- 
ceive the Ministers at all, will, before long, prove effectual 
in removing these objectionable practices, which have as 
yet robbed the concession of much of its value. 


WE hear that in the Postal Treaty which is being nego- 
tiated between the United States and Japan the letter 
rate will probably be fixed at 15 cents per half-ounce. 
This, it is stated, is higher than the United States desires, 
but the Japanese Government, having recently established 
its postal department, is anxious to make it self-sustaining, 
and insists on this high rate. 
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TRADE AND ARGRICULTURE IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 
The following is a summary of the Report just presented to 


Parliament. Mr. Consul Ricketts says that in 1837 the value of 
the total traffic of the Philippine Archipelago was $4,589,697. 
In 1841 the total of imports and exports amounted to $7,804,735. 
In 1856 the whole trade of the Philippines was estimated at 
$16,092,570. Between 1856 and 1860 the average official value 
of the total commerce of the Archipelago was $17,338,450, in- 
‘cluding the exports on Government account. Between 1861 and 
1865 the average value (official) of the whole trade of the Philip- 
pines was $18,547,656. The quantity of produce exported_be- 
tween 1867 and 1871 was little in excess of 1862-6. In 1870 a 
great increase took place, but the importation of cotton and other 
goods in 1871 was leas than that in 1861 and 1869 according to 
all the data that exist for forming an estimate. 

From the foregoing it will be observed that our commerce 
with the Philippine Archipelago assumed a great expansion be- 
tween 1841 and 1856 ; secondly, that it continued to show signs 
of improvement, though in a less degree, up to 1865; and, 
lastly, that, since that time, it has remained in a more or less 
stationary state. It is further worthy of observation that two- 
thirds of the trade of that Archipelago, as in 1856, is still carried 
on by Great Britain and her possessions. 

The suppression of the monopolies enjoyed by the Philippine 
Company in 1834, and the withdrawal of certain formalities re- 
lating to the establishment of foreign mercantile firms in Manila, 
released the commerce of that place from some of the difficulties 
which then surrounded it. In 1855 a further advantage was 
gained through the throwing open to foreigners the ports of Sual, 
Cebu and Ilo Ilo. But the abolition of a few restrictions was of 
little avail, while the system of the administration of the colony 
remained for the most part unchanged. Under such conditions 
any real progress was difficult of attainment ; and hence the 
stationary state above referred to. 

The collection of the tobacco leaf produces annwally about 
$5,367,261. The expense of collection is $3,717,322. The net 

vrofit, therefore, remaining on this account may be taken at 

1,649,939. Adding to this $800,000, the average value of the 


crop annually transmitted .ae tribute to Spain, we have the total’ 


profit derived -by the State equivalent to $2,419,939. So much 


for the advantages of this monopoly. Its disadvantages are that 


little tobacco is raised compared to what would be produced 
under a more liberal system. That which is delivered to the 
Government is cultivated unwillingly, and under pressure. The 

rice given js not sufficient to compensate the grower for his 
abour. The quality of the leaf is inferior to what it was for- 
merly ; and the revenue from this source has for years past 
shown no symptoms of improvement. Moreover, the Govern- 
ment is plundered, and the peasantry in many places are reduced 
almost to a state of serfdom. 

Some still think that the abolition of this monopoly would 
create a void in the revenue which could not be replaced ; but, 
as this opinion has been shown by many to be erroneous, one 
cannot understand the apathy of the Spanish Government. Mr. 
Aguis has written a very able memorandum on this subject. 
The measures proposed by him for overcoming the difficulty con- 
sist in placing a duty of $6 the quintal on all tobacco exported ; 
in abandoning the tobacco tribute annually remitted te Spain ; 
in levying an export duty of 24 or 3 per cent. on all other pro- 
duce ; in increasing the rate of the poll-tax ; and in defraying 
the salaries of the clergy out of the focal funds, instead of paying 
them, as at present, out of the amount received from the tribute. 
These reforms are estimated to produce $2,103,961 —an amount 
more than sufficient to cover the deficit, supposing the Spanish 
Government were Perera to give up the 80,000 quintals of 
tobacco leaf annually sent to Spai But these figures are far 
less than may fairly be sipeien. At present—when every ob- 
stacle is thrown in its way—the total cultivation of tobacco only 
amounts to 156,000 quintals ; but, under a more liberal system, 
200,000 is the lowest estimate that can be formed. If, then, an 
export duty of $10 per quintal were levied on that which is ma- 
nufactured, and $5 on the leaf, the amount from this source alone 
would be no less than $1,500,000. The average value of the 
produce annually exported from the Philippines on private ac- 
count may be estimated at $12,000,000. This, with a duty of 
but 4 per cent., would yield $480,000. Besides these, we should 
have from the payment of the clergy out of local funds, $593,000, 
and the increase of tribute, $581,478 ; but—striking out the 
last named, as it is a tax that could only be collected under the 
greatest preasure, and adding $250,000 for patents on the sale of 
tobacco—the amount obtainable would be $2,823,000. Little 
difficulty, therefore, need be apprehended as regards filling up 
the void which would be occasioned by abolishing this monopoly. 

According to the law at present in force in the Philippines, 
every able-bodied man is compelled to render forty days’ service 
during the year to the State, or, in lieu of such service, to pay 
the sum of $3. This regulation, as might be su 1s often 
abused. In some places the inhabitants are called on, not only 
to pay their portion of this tax, but also to work out their time— 
in others they are enabled to escape altogether by bribing the 
village authorities, The labour due to the State is often mono- 
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polised by individuals ; thus, the peasantry are oppressed and 
public works neglected. 

The administration of justice requires sweeping reform. Trial 
by jury, the re-establishment of the Tribunal of Commerce, the 
not imprisoning anyone without trial, the speedy hearing of all 
criminal cases, the hearing of all cases openly, the deciding on 
minor police cases in a summary manner—both parties being 

resent, instead of subjecting them to an ordeal which often 
asts for months—and the payment of fixed salaries to the Court 


writers, instead of allowing them to thrive on the bribes they 


are able to extort from litigants—all these are matters whic 
would demand the serious attention of the Spanish Government, 
if, for any practical purpose, there were such an institution. 

As reg the port regulations, the master of a vessel enter- 
ing any of the Philippine ports is required to hand in, immediately 
on his arrival, a list of his ngers. If he make any error or 
misstatement he is liable to a fine of $250. He must also, 
within thirty hours after anchoring, present to the Government 
a consignee, or furnish a bond for $500 as security ; should he 
fail to comply with this regulation, he is liable to a fine of $50. 
No master is permitted to receive on board his vessel any 
none without in the first place ascertaining if he is provided 
with a Government passport, under penalty of $250. short, 
a number of duties which devolve ordinarily on the police are 
here thrown on to the shoulders of masters of vessels. 

A number of clauses relating to the confiscation of merchan- 
dise illicitly imported were abolished in 1870. Many, however, 
are still extant which enable the Customs’ authorities to cause 
much trouble and vexation to our merchants. Thus, section 149 
renders all packages not entered in the manifest liable to con- 
fiscation, in addition to which a fine, equivalent to the value of 
the goods, can be inflicted on the master. Should it so happen, 
on the discharge of a cargo, that any of the packages entered in 
the manifest are wanting, then, according to Article 161, a fine of 
$100 is liable to be inflicted on the master or consignee. And, 
by Article 162, should there be any excess found on that which 
is manifested it is liable to be confiscated—and, in addition, a fine 
of four times the duties leviable is inflicted. The infamous and 
unblushing manner in which the officials enrich themselves at 
the expense of the merchants is given by Mr. Ricketts, who re- 
lates that during very severe weather nine casks of beer—im- 
ported in a British vessel—were broken. The hoops and staves 
of them were, however, preserved and produced by the master ; 
but, notwithstanding his explanation al proof, a fine of $100 per 
cask was levied—and though the value of the nine casks with 
their contents was not more than $90, the fine inflicted for their 
breakage was $900! And these unblushing and villanous acts 
are continually perpetrated with Castilian phlegm, under the 
pretext of loyalty—as if any anybody could tell to what monarch 
or what form of Government a Spaniard could be loyal, when 
his own interest pointed the opposite way. 

The tariff of 1871 was intended to have been arranged so that 
a duty of 10 per cent. only should have been levied on all im- 
ports. They do, however, far exceed that rate, as the followi 
notes will show :—White shirtings under 26 threads are 
3lc. per piece, or 11 to 14 per cent. ; 42-thread, 10 to 12 per 
cent. ; grey shirtings, 15 per cent. ; T-cloths, 15 per cent. ; aril 
the same ; umbrellas, 63c. doz., or 18 per cent. ; and hats of 
kinds, $1.44 doz., or from 12 to 48 per cent. 

No complaints have been made of the duties levied on the 
higher qualities of foreign goods ; but plain cottons—the ye 
of our import at Manila, and which of course are consumed by 
the poorer classes—are overtaxed. 

In 1869 it was decreed that the differential duties would be 
abolished in 1871. In 1870 a decree to the same effect was pub- 
lished. These decrees were so far fulfilled that no duties were col- 
lected between April 5 and July 1, 1871—but on the latter day 
they were reim A notification has since been made that 
the import duties will be equalised at the end of ten years from 
the lat July, 1871—but, after these acts, who will be inclined to 
place any further confidence in promises ? 

All persons are only permitted to journey from their own dis- 
trict into the next, without a passport. If they wish to 
further, they must procure a passport, for which a fee is ocanted: 
besides wearisome delays, which—as in the case of a planter 
wanting extra hands to gather in his crops—often defeat the 
object of the journey. 


very one, also, desirous of residing in the Philippines is com- 
pelled in the first instance to address a petition to the aythorities, 
and furnish security for his good behaviour. When the Govern- 


ment is satisfied, permission is granted him to take up his abode 
there for a limited period—say eighteen months—after which a 
new petition will be necessary if he wishes to remain. The rules 
to be observed on the departure of anyone from the colony are 
equally troublesome. 

The Philippine ports at present open to foreign commerce are, 
Sual, Zamboanga, Cebu, Ilo Ilo, and Manila. All the other har- 
bours of the Philippine Archipelago—and there are many which 
might be turned to good mercantile account—are still sealed up, a8 
in Japan. Among the most noticeable are Tacloban and Sarsogon. 
The latter is not less than eight leagues in circumference, and 
well protected against the north-east monsoon. It is situated at 
the eouthernmoat extremity of the idland of Luzon, in the dis 
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trict of Albay, and forms the principal outlet of the provinces of 
Albay and Camarines. The population of Albay is 240,000, that 
of North and South Camarines about 115,000, The productions 
of these provinces consist chiefly of hemp, hides, and gum; 300,000 

iculs €f hemp are believed to have been sent from here to 
Manila last year. The harbour of Tacloban is on the N.E. coast 
of the island of Leyte. It is three miles long, with an average 
width of two miles, and very commodious. The island of Leyte 
has an extreme length of 102 miles; its greatest width is fifty 
miles. Together with Biliran, it contains a population of about 
155,000, Its chief productions are sulphur, oil, timber, coffee, 
cocoa, hemp, and tobacco. The quantity of hemp exported last 
ed from the east coast of Leyte was estimated at 180,000 piculs. 

e produce of Leyte and Albay is now sent to Manila, and from 
thence it is re-exported to England and other countries. If, how- 
ever, the harbours above-mentioned were thrown open to foreign 
commerce, direct shipments would immediately follow, and hemp 
and other produce hecome cheapened. Foreign vessels ought 
also to be permitted to visit the ports of Looe, Laguimaux, and 
Calilayau. The timber trade between these places and Hong 
Kong, instead of being confined, as it is, to a few cargoes, would 
then have some chance of expanding. 

It is difficult to ascertain the number of Chinese living in the 
Philippines, but they are not believed to exceed 35,000. The 
Chinese population in Singapore may be estimated at 120,000 ; 
and that of Penang and Province Wellesley is, if anything, 

reater than that of the Philippines. Most of the Chinese in 
anila are employed in commerce ; but few are given to agri- 
culture. The cause of their dislike to settle in the interior may 
be traced to their bad treatment by the natives, and the difficulty 
of obtaining protection from the local authorities. If these 
things were remedied—if, in the matter of taxation, the Chinese 
were placed on the same footing as the other inhabitants ; and 
if Government land could be obtained yratis for, say, five years, 
their numbers might be greatly increased, and large tracts of 
jungle brought under cultivation. These are matters which the 
Spanish Government—when it comes to be consolidated—are 
alone able to remedy. In 1871 97 Spanish vessels, and 95 Bri- 
tish vessels entered the ports of the Philippines, to 66 of all other 
nationalities. The present condition of the archipelago is a re- 
roach to Spain, and she may rely on the co-operation of Great 
ritain in any practical measures for the improvement of the 
condition of the agricultural classes, or any extended develop- 
ment of its commerce. 





CHINA TRADE REPORTS. 

We have received the China Customs Guzette for the quarter 
ending 3lst March last. The following is our usual sum- 
mary :— 

NEWCHWANG. 

Mr. E. C. Taintor, Acting Commissioner, reports four vessels 
entered and one cleared, against none in the corresponding 
quarter of last year. In imports there were 3,750 pieces, against 
none in the corresponding quarter of last year, and 21,551 ps. in 
the same period of 1871. This is a remarkable instance of the 
contrasts of trade. In the first quarter of last year there were, 
indeed, no imports whatever ; but in 1871 they had been very 
extensive—so extensive that the only commodity in which the 
present return exceeds its predecessor is T-Cloths, which now 
show 9,300 ps., against 2,350, | In exports the corresponding 

uarter of last year was a dead letter, but the present return 
shows a slight rally towards 1871. The import of opium remains 
at piculs 78. The revenue is Tls. 6,151, against n7/ in the cor- 
responding quarter of last year, and Tls. 9,037 in 1871. 


TIENTSIN, 

Mr. Commissioner Hart reports thirty vessels entered and 
twenty cleared, against similar numbers in the corresponding 
quarter of last year. In imports, Grey Shirtings show 176,796 
pe., against 151,632 last year ; 166,696 in 1871, and 213,900 in 
1870. White Shirtings have also risen from 67,820 ps. last year, 
to 72,737 this quarter. T-cloths have long fluctuated exceedingly 
in this quarter; in 1870 they were 91,659 ps., in 1871 28,315, 
in 1872 223,574, and now 99,027. English Drills show a steady 
and rapid advance from 8,637 ps. in 1870 to 11,350 in 1871, 
56,871 in 1872, and 67,221 now. At the same time Dutch Drills 
have fallen off, and American have temporarily disappeared. 
Jeans and Twills show 48,483 ps., against 26,741 last year—a 


very great advance on any previous return. Chivtzes, Furniture, 
and Prints have increased in like manner from 13,202 last year 
to 25,781.
